Forces Prove Helpless.

Japanese troops in’ Manchuria 
opened a major offensive yesterday, 
brushing aside all Chinese resistance 
in a 20-mile advance. from Yingkow 
to Tawa. 

At the end of the first day’s fight- 
ing in a movement expected to take 
several days, they were well on their 
way toward Kowpangtze, important 
railroad junction, which is only 40 
miles from Chinchow, the last stand 
of China in the province. z 

Japanese army authorities refused 
to make publie the final objective of 
the drive, but declared it might in- 
clude Chinchow. 

_The northward sweep of the Japa- 
nese army was accomplished despite 
bitter resistance. The battle was 
fought in weather 20 degrees below 
zero, Fahrenheit. The Chinese took 
cover behind innocent appearing 
snowbanks, from which bullets su4- 
denly spurted, and in some places 
built strong defense trenches, the 
parapets of which they soaked with 
water that froze and became almost 
armorplate. 

The fighting was the first for sev- 
eral weeks in which the Japanese, 
who have contended they were clear- 
ing “bandits” out of Manchuria, were 
engaged with regular Chinese troops. 

While the Chinese military forces 
were retreating in the field, the 
civilian authorities succeeded in set- 
ting up a government at. Nanking.

the north. Fighting in bitter weath- 
er, with the thefmometer at 20 de-

pares With $1,541,034 
Reported Last Year. 


AKRON, Ohio, Dec, 28.—(#)—Net 
profit of $6,028,630, quadrupling fig- 
ures of a year ago, wag announced 
today by the Firestone Tire and Rub- 
ber Company for the fiscal year end- 
ing October 31, 1931.

tion with the Yingkow-Kowpangtze 
line, is the principal eity lying in front 
of the Japanese columns, but there 
has been no indication the advance 
will stop there. 

The day's fighting—the heaviest 
since a similar sweep cleared the Chi- 
nese out of the Anganchi-Tsitsihar 
area several weeks ago—was carried 
on under most adverse conditions. 

Piles of snow and .stacks of rice 
straw encountered by the advancing 
troops turned suddenly into nests of 
riflemen. In some cases the Chinese 
had drenched the parapets of their 
trenches with water, and the earth 
was so solidly frozen that it served 
as armor-plate. 

Before the attackers reached Tawa, 
airplanes bombed a Chinese armored 
train there. When the offensive was 
halted for the night at Tawa, the 
planes continued on toward Kow- 
pangtze, bombing Chinese positions 
and obtaining information for tomor- 
row's operations. Panshanhsien, the 
next station on the railway above 
Tawa, was reported to be tomorrow's 
objective. 


NEW GOVERNMENT 
SET UP IN NANKING 

NANKING, Dec, 28.—(/)—A gov- 
ernment was set up today to succeed 
the administration that walked out on 
China a week ago. 

Lin Sen, 67-year-old president of 
the legislative yuan (council), was 
‘chosen chairman of the national gov- 
ernment, succeeding Marshal Chiang 
Kai-shek, who washed his hands of 
Chinese politics and retired to his 
farm in the north. 

Lin Sen was selected at a plenary 
session of the kuimintang (national- 
ist party) committee, in which both 
Nanking and Canton political leaders 
took part. 

Suu Fo, former minister of rail- 
ways and a member of the Cantonese 
faction, was named to the presidency 
of the executive yuan, a post roughly 
corresponding to the premiership in 
European nations. In that position 
he will have much to say about the 
appointment of various government 
officers, and for that reason the action 
of the kuomintang was interpreted as 
a victory for Canton.

DANGER OF THE DOLE. 


Congress should turn a deaf ear 
to the proposal for direct federal 
appropriation for unemployment re- 
lief. 


These appropriations are the first | 
step towards the dole system—and | 
the experience of other countries 
which have experimented with the 
dole should teach us that it is far 
too dangerous to meddle with. 


Even in so concentrated a nation 
as Great Britain the adoption of the 
dole has been largely responsible 
for national taxation that 
amounts almost to confiscation. If 
the dole could not be successful 
with a congested population like that 
of England and the other countries 
in which it has been tried with uni- 
formly disastrous results, there can 
be no hope for it in so widespread- 
ing an area as the United States. 
The result would be waste and in- 
efficiency added to the already 
proven disadvantages of this method 
of caring for unemployment. 


now 


In so large a country, and with 
the problems of relief so varied, 
each community should care for its 
own unemployment situation.  -At- 
lanta has demonstrated that this can 
be done without undue burden upon 
the people. On Christmas Day 
10,000 meals were given away at 
the auditorium; there were toys for 
the little ones who otherwise would 
not have had them, and plenty of 
beds for those without shelter. 


There is not a community in the 
United States that will not raise the 
necessary funds to care for its un- 
fortunates if the government keeps 
hands off, but once the _ federal 
treasury has been tapped for doles 
these local funds will stop. 

The complexity of the relief 
problems in the various sections of 
the country would make it impos- 
sible for them to be handled with as 
great efficiency and economy 
through the instrumentality of the 
federal government, as by local 
communities. 

In the thickly populated cities of 
the north and east the problem is 
very different from that in the 
south, where it has been shown that 
unemployed mill hands can be cared 
for more cheaply, and with far more 
benefit, by placing them on farms | 
than by supplying them with food | 
and shelter in the towns. 

The dole is as impractical as it 
is dangerous. It engenders a/| 
harmful spirit among all classes of | 
the people. It will add to the bur- 
den of taxation of those who have 
heretofore been giving to the local 
unemployment funds, with the cer- 
tain result that their contributions , 
will either be materially reduced or | 
discontinued. Worse still, it will | 
add thousands to the willingly idle | 
who would be content to get along 
on their government dole, with no) 
necessity of working for their! 
living. 

Fortunately there seems to be) 
little probability of success for those | 
who are attempting to engineer this 
latest and biggest raid on the fed- 
eral treasury. There is little chance 
that congress will approve it, and 
should it do so,.the president has 
clearly indicated that it would re-' 
ceive his veto.

Refunds to income taxpayers 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1931, amounted to nearly 
$70,000,000, For the previous year 
the returns totaled $126,000,000, 
based, as were those for the past 
year, largely on errors and incorrect 
assessments by the government. 


Many of these assessments come 
at the close of long drawn out con- 
tests, involving unnecessary .loss of 
time and effort by representatives 
of both the taxpayers and the gov- 
ernment. The situation is all the 
more inexcusable in that the net re- 
turn to the taxpayer, forced to re- 
tain the services of expensive legal 
counsel and tax experts, falis short 
of the amount he was over-taxed., 


As unjust as is such a system to 
the individual taxpayer, its greatest 
harm lies in the bad psychological 
effect on the public of these large 
tax refunds. 


Big businesses and men of large 
private fortunes have their returns 
prepared by tax experts and there 
is no sound reason why they should 
be over-taxed only to have refunds 
made later. The thing should be 
done right in the first instance. 

The present lax method of erron- 
eous assessments is lessening the 
respect of the public for the effi- 
ciency of governmental service. 
Some way Should and can be worked 
out for the settlement of disagree- 
ments before the filing of returns, 
so that the necessity for appeal for 
refund will be obviated.

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Deacons Follows Sermon 


by Newton; Menace of 
_ Another War Seen. 


Seeing in the present world condi- 
tion a menace of another war of im- 
mense proportiops, the board of dea- 
cons of Druid Hills Baptist church 
Monday made public resolutions unan- 


imously adopted recommending a 
worldwide season of prayer “for de- 
liverance from the distress and dan- 
gers that confront the geperation.” 

Action of the deacons’ followed a 
powerful sermon delivered at the fore- 
noon services Sunday by Dr. Louie D. 
Newton, pastor the church, in 
which the danger of another world 
war, more terrible than the recent 
conflict in Europe, was vividly pictur- 
d. Dr. Newton, in his sermon, as- 
serted that the only-patent remedy for 
the present situation is a return “to 
the will of God in the lives of the in- 
dividuals and in the social relations of 
the human family.” 

God Apparently Disregarded. 

Basing his sermon on the fourth 
and seventh chapters of the Book of 
Samuel, Dr. Newton pointed out the 
wilful disobedience of the children of 
Israel and the futile efforts which 
they put forth to remedy the situation 
in which they found themselves, until 
at last they heeded the words of the 
prophet of God and confessed their 
sins and followed the commandments. 

“Man,” said Dr. Newton, “is free 
to do as he chooses, but if he chooses 
to violate the principles of righteous- 
ness he must accept the inevitable con- 
sequences. God invites us to work to- 
gether with him, but he refuses to take 
the wrong road. Our situation today, 
national and international, seems to 
present a picture of confusion and de- 
feat, explainable only on the ground 
that mankind has turned away from 
the Golden Rule and has undertaken 
to run the universe without regard to 


“T believe we need an old-fashioned 
prayer meeting more than we do any 
other one thing right now. I think it 
will help business and government and 
religion.” 

Resolution Adopted. 

So impressive was Dr. Newton's 
sermon that the board of deacons gave 
it especial consideration, and, on mo- 
tion of Walter G. Cooper, a member, 
adopted the following resolution: 

i view of the great distress 
throughout the world, with millions on 
the verge of starvation while the earth 
brings forth food for all and industry 
supplies every human need, while 
great nations trembling on the verge 
of bankruptcy and revolution, moved 
by fear and suspicion of their neigh- 
bors, are spending on armaments 
enough to relieve the suffering among 
them and are holding out of produc- 
tive industry under arms, 6,000,000 
of their strongest young men and 20,- 
000,000 more in reserves, while the 
rest stagger under the crushing bur- 
dens of taxation which support the 
armaments; 

“And while the statesmen of the 
world labor on measures to restore 
prosperity, relieve distress and avert 
the impending catastrophe of a world 
war more terrible than the last, they 
are baffled by the great problems they 
are called upon to solve, and in the 
face of difficulties and dangers, the 
worst that the world ever saw, they 
are unable to agree on measures to 
meet this great emergency, and it is 
clear that the world has need of more 
than human wisdom to overcome the 
difficulties confronting it. 

“Therefore, be it resolved by the

aptist church that we ask our breth- 
ren of all Christian churches and all 
who worship God to meet with us at a 
time to he Fixed after conference with 
them, to frame and send out a call to 
worldwide prayer to the Maker and 
Ruler of this world to guide us and

‘Plague of the Fiery Serpents’ 
Yields at Last to Medical Skill

NEW ORLEANS, Dee. 28.—/@)— 
The cure for one férm of a disease 
4,000 years old, devised by Harvard 
medical men working in Central 
American jungles, was announced to- 
night before the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science.

5 
by thread-like worms that have prey- 
ed on man since before the days of 
the pyramids,, was described by Dr. 
Richard P. Strong, of the Harvard 
medical school’s department of. tropi- 
cal medicine. 


“family filariidae,” attack men, ani- 
mals, birds, fish and snakes. They are 
referred to in the Bible, said Dr. 
Strong, as the “plague of fiery ser- 
pents” that attack the Israelites on 
the shores of the Red sea. The worms 
look like long cotton threads and live 
in warm climates from Charleston to 
the Argentine, from Italy to Aus- 
tralia. 

In humans they cause the terrible 
swellings of limbs and other parts of 
the body called elephantiasis, some- 
times blindness, tumors and skin 
eruptions. Infections received through 
worm attacks may cause death. One 
species, in Guatemala, causes tumors 
on the head and affects from half to 
two-thirds of the population of some 
villages. This species, Dr. Strong be- 
lieves, can be wiped out. 

The worms are carried from person 
to person by small coffee flies. The 
tumors can be removed by a simple, 
safe operation that costs only $2 per 
patient. This destroys the worms, pre- 
venting the flies from spreading them 
to others. If the tumors could be re- 
moved as fast as they appear, Dr. 
Strong believes, this form of disease 
could be eradicated.

He will be one of three 
speakers at the Jackson Day banquet 
on January 8, the night before the 
democratic national committee meets. 

The other banquet speakers . an- 
nounced by Chairman. Raskob, of the 
committee, are presidential nominees 
of recent years, James M. Cox and 
John W. Davis. 

It is the conviction of Roosevelt’s 
advocates on Capitol Hill—and there 
seem to be many of them—that the 
New York governor is far in front for 
the nomination and cannot be headed, 
even by Smith.
